They took a bloody defeat. Before

wounded, and a third was hit and 
staggering. The three others dragged 
him into their car and fled, complete- 
ly routed and in fright. 

Armed with all the paraphernalia 
of modern crime, the six robbers 
found themselves trapped. They. were 
at the mercy of a bank guard eager 
to avenge the wanton murder of his 
only son. killed in the same bank 
four months ago, the police said, by 
the same holdup gang. 

The guard, Jacob J De Young, 50 
years old, routed the robbers in fright 
and confusion with five shots from a 
high-powered rifle. Those who could 
flee ran out into the fire of three or 
more vigilantes, recruited on five 
minutes’ notice t@ trap the gunmen. 

Delivered at Hospital. 

Four escaped, leaving one dead and 
one dying. Three hours later a speed- 
ing car slowed before the Jcfferson 
Park hospital on the south side of 
Chicago and dumped out a wounded 
man who, police said, was Isadore 
Pineus, of the South Holland gang.

Bandit Trio in $1,923. Holdup 


Cotton Mill Paymaster Robbed at Office En- 
trance by Three Armed With Sawed-Off 
Shotguns—Minister Taken for “‘Ride.”’ 


Police of Atlanta and 2f Fulton 
and adjacent counties Friday night 
sought the trail of three bandits who, 
with sawed-off shotguns, held up R. 
W. Goodman. paymaster of the Pied- 
mont Cotton Mills at Fagan Park and 
escaped with $1,923. 

A squadron of three army planes 
from the Atlanta municipal airport 
engaged in a search for the bandits 
curing the hours immediately follow- 
ing the robbery. Police and pilots 
believed they might spot the fleeing 
bandits should they have selected any 
country road, but they saw no trace 
of them. 

Goodman was stopped by the ban- 
dits as he was entering. the mill with 
the weekly pay roll, early Friday 
morning. The bandits left the scene 
in a black V-S Ford sedan. One wit- 
ness reported the car carried an Ala- 
bama license. Others agreed the num- 
ber was partially concealed. 

Immediately after the robbery, coun- 
ty police began a systematic search, 
but as the day progressed definite 
information was lacking as to the 
lkeation of the machine, or the’ trio 
of bandits. 

Goodman told police he wotld be 
able to identify any of the three when 
apprebended. Goodman was entering 
the mill yard. after returning from 
the branch of the First National bank 
in West End with the currency. 

Just preceding the holdup an auto- 


mobile approached the mill gate. A 


Pman armed with a sawed-off shotgun 


aj)proached Goodman and demanded 
the money. tioodman noted, he re- 
ported, that two other men, similarly 
ermed, were in the automobile and 
that both had their weapons trained 
on him. He handed the bandit the 
currency, contained in a handbag. 

As soon as police received the re- 
port of the robbery, squads rushed 
t» the mil. There, they found, the 
bandits had headed back toward East 
Point and Atlanta. 

The Rev. James R. Rikard, pastor 
of the Lutheran Church of the Mes- 
siah, at Boulevard drive and North 
Howard street, S. E.. reported to po- 
lice Friday that he had been held a 
prisoner in his automobile by two 
bandits during Thursday night, and 
that he had been robbed of his car, 
his watch and $2 in cash. 

The minister reported that he was 
evtering his car on Boulevard, N. E.., 
near Angier avenue. when a man ap- 
proached und asked for a match. 

When the minister offered the 
match, the man, rather youthful. drew 
a revolver. Mr. Rikard started to 
resist when another man approached. 

The two forced the clergyman into 
bis automobile and rode him to De- 
Kalb avenue, then permitted him to 
ieave the car, near the Krog avenue 
underpass.

TALMADGE ATTACK 
BY GILLIAM OPENS 
GEORGIA CAMPAIGN 


Pittman Starts Drive for 
Votes Today at Cal- 
houn; AtlantanTo Offer 
Tax, Liquor Solutions. 


Advocating repeal of the state pro- 
hibition law and enactment of a local 
option plan with the sale of liquor 
being handled “in and by the coun- 
ties,” together with a revision of the 
tax situation so as to provide more 
revenue for educational purposes, Al- 
derman Ed <A, Gilliam, of Atlanta. 
in a statement Friday night formally 
opened his campaign for governor. 

Mr. Gilliam gave over a large por- 
tion of his brief statement to an at- 
tack on the acts and policies of Goy- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge, who is a 
candidate for re-election, charging the 
chief executive with usurpation of 
power and scoring his method of ob- 
taining a $3 automobile license tag, 
his campaign for reduction of utility 
rates, the ouster of the old highway 
board and his attempt to increase the 
tax valuation of railroads and other 
utilities which have not agreed to 
accept rate reducticns. 

_ He also charged that the governor 
is not supporting President Roose- 
velt’s recovery program, and attack- 
ed his veto of a bill which was de- 
signed to have given cities and coun- 
ties authority to borrow funds frém 
the public works administration. _ 

Promising to outline more of his 
own platform later, Mr. Gilliam 
dwelt at length on the prohibition 
situation, asserting that he favors re- 
peal “‘in the name ef honesty and to 
put an end to political hypocrisy.” 

He did not detail his plan for re- 
vision of the tax system other than 
to point out that counties permitting 
the sale of liquors would profit by it 
by taxation. é 

Pittman Opens Today.

“But that is not all. The governor 
has gone even beyond the heads of 
administrative departments and at- 
tempted to intimidate the courts by 
threatening in public speeches to de- 
feat any judge who dared to enjoin 
any rate reduction ordered by his pub- 
lie service commission. 

“There is not to be found in the 
history of Georgia another such rec- 
ord of ruthless and reckless abuse of 
power and usurpation of authority 
and disregard of law. 

“Yet even these facts are not the 
whole record, for in addition thereto 
is the fact that Governor Talmadge, 
by a shocking abuse of the clemency 
power, has turned loose upon the state 
a swarm of professional criminals. . 


“The second major issue upon which 
I oppose Governor Talmadge is his 
attitude toward the administration of 
President Roosevelt. When  Tal- 
madge was running for governor, at 
the same time Roosevelt was running 
fof president, Tatmadge subscribed to 
the democratic platform without res- 
ervation and pledged himself to sup- 
port the Roosevelt administration 100 
per cent. 
“In place of supporting the presi- 
dent and doing all in hig power to 
help along the president’s recovery pro- 
gram, Governor Talmadge has criti- 
cized and obstructed every measure 
put forward in Washington. He char- 
acterized the young men in the civil- 
ian «onservation corps as ‘loafers and 
bums.’

Some of the half dozen over- 
tures asked that the presbytery of 
Arkansas be directed to reopen the 
case. 

The Smith controversy, involving 
the orthodoxy of the minister’s beliefs, 
was first brought up at the 1929 as- 
sembly and has been taken up at sev- 
eral subsequent sessions. Previous ac- 
tions on the charges, based on the 
minister’s “liberal” views, has result- 
ed in the finding that there was not 
sufficient evidence for a _ decision 
against him.

FIRST-RATE CARPENTER 
BECOME JUDGE INSTEAD 


A man who would have made a 
first-rate carpenter but instead chose 
the law and became a judge of the 
fifth district United States court of 
Bs at — was elected moderator 
of the Presbyterian church in the 
United States. 

Put on a spot where most mena 
would have twiddled their thumbs, 
Samuel Haile Sibley spent his time 
pouring over law books and is now 
regarded as one of the most learned 
judges in the so1th but out of the 
courtroom he wields e fancy hammer 
and his workshop and home at M2- 
rietta, Ga., are filled with works of 
the carpenter’s art that would excite 
the envy of a professional cabinet- 
maker. 

Judge Sibley was born in Union 
Point, Ga., then a village of but a 
few souls, 61 years ago. He attended 
the University of Georgia, where he 
roomed: with Eugene R. Black, who 
now is governor of the federal re- 
serve board. 

Studied and Taught. 

After graduating with honors, Judge 
Sibley studied law and taught Latin 
and Greek while doing it. He re- 
turned to Union Point and opened 
a dinky office. He didn’t have a 
stenographer nor even a_ telephone 
but the lack of the latte: forced clients 
to go long ways to see him and re- 
sulted in much spare time, which he 
spent laboring over the law and build- 
ing the background of his later stand- 
ing. 

After serving as a county and city 
judge he was appointed a federal dis- 
trict judge for the northern district 
of Georgia in 1919 by President W'i!l- 
sen. President "rover elevated him 
to the circuit court. 

As a jurist se is noted for hia 
simplicity and directness and the clar- 
ity of his statements from the bench. 
Lean and keen-eyed, he hunches for- 
ward on the benen and follows arg" 
ments with alert attention, frequent- 
ly interrupting xttorneys with point- 
ed questions that vill make more sim- 
ple their arguments over technicali- 
ties and vague sections of law. 

Popular Jurist. 

His profound k:owledge of law and 
his ability to change legal terms into 
simple, direct lavguage made him pop- 
ular not only with attorneys but 
with juries and litigatrts. 

He has been a member of the Pres- 
byterian church since boyhood and a 
Sunday school tesche: since young 
manhood. His knowledge of the Bible 
is like that of his understanding of 
his law books and a knack of prac-

May Bring Low Prices for Consumer 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—A ide- 
parture in recovery economics—e- 
signed for once to lower consumer 
prices—-was proposed to the house to- 
day when its ways and means com- 
mittee reported a bill to reduce to- 
bacco taxes 40 per cent. 

The tobacco companies have agreed 
to pass all of the reduction on to the 
consumer, so that a 15-cent pack of 
cigarets will sell instead for 10. 

To the accompaniment of a great 
advertising campaign, an effort will 
be made, if the bill passes, to increase 
consumption to a point where the 
federal treasury may not, after all, 
lose very much by the tax reduction. 

Should the plan work, lower liquor 
taxes may follow, and the whole trend 
of administration efforts to rectify 
prices for recovery may be affected. 
Already urgent proposals have been 
brought forward in congress to clip 
down the liquor levies in the hope 
that bootlegging may be driven out, 
and the Jegal liquer trade be put on 
a basis where lower prices will mean 
increased treasury returns. 

One of the basic economic policies 
of the administration has been to re- 
store prices to a normal level. In 
various ways emphasis has _ been 
placed on a restoration to the level 
of 1926. No feature of the ygovern- 
ment’s trade reports has been scan-

Orleans va. the State of Louisiana 
battle was fought today and when 
the legal dust clouds cleared awaz.

Inder the state constitution, the | 
highway commission is directed to pay | 
the city $700,000 annually in quar- 
terly installments for construction and 
maintenance of its streets in the high- 
Way system. For severla quarters the 
payment was not made. 7 

The city went into the courts and 
won decision after decision in the 
East Baton Rouge parish court and 
supreme court—all ultimately direct- 
ing the state to make the payments. 

Today, Judge George K. Favrot in 
the local court, directed the commis- 
sion to place in escrow $175,000, the 
amount due March 31, or refrain 
from paying out any revenues for any 
other purpose. 

Attorney-General Gaston L. Por- 
terie promptly informed the court that 
he would immediately appeal to the 
supreme court for a mandamus to per- 
mit filing of an intervention to re- 
strain the commission from paying 
out money owed the city except on & 
pro rata basis with other constitu- 
tional obligations. 

Meanwhile, in the legislature now 
in session, a bill has been introduced 
to amend the state constitution by 
repealing the provision for the annual 
payment to New Orleans. 

“The money won't be put up, and 
that’s all there is to it,” said A. ¥ 
Tugwell, chairman of the commission. 
“The highway commission hasnt any 
money, so we cannot put up the 
£175,000.”

The second function of the 
stabilization fund is the protection 
of the value of government securi- 
ties, which will be effected in the 
same manner as in the case of the 
dollar—by buying when quotations 
go to low and selling when they 
reach a satisfactory level. 


JUSTICE RUSSELL’S ILLNESS. 

Report of the steady improve- 
ment of Chief Justice Richard B. 
Russell, of the supreme court, from 
the illness that has confined him to 
the hospital for several days, will 
be welcomed. 

Justice Russell has long been one 
of Georgia’s most distinguished and 
useful public leaders.

The Present 
Crisis. 

“The present situation in the 
world is not only a crisis in the cur- 
rent sense,” says a famous English 
scholar, “as a turning point in human 
history, when the future of mankind 
hangs in the balance for progress or 
disaster, but it is also a crisis in the 
original sense of the Greek word 
(krisis), a judgment of God, when the 
ways and works of the modern world 
are on trial before the tribunal of His 
purpose for mankind. The harvest of 
distress and discord, anxiety and per- 
plexity, suffering and wrong which 
the world is reaping, is no arbitrary 
imposition of the divine omnipotence, 
no penalty external to the transgres- 
sion but an instance of the inelucta- 
ble law that ‘as a man soweth, so 
shall he also reap.” 

That is a theological interpretation 
of the present crisis and it has this 
value that at least it recognizes that 
there is such a thing as & crisis in 
human affairs. It took a long time 
for theologians to come to that point. 
They are beginning to “read the 
signs of the times,” as Jesus did. Je- 
sus lived at a critical juncture of the 
history of the people of Jerusalem and 
He saw what was going on. The 
shadow of the coming doom of Jeru- 
salem falls over all the pages of the 
gospels. Jesus understood the signs 
of the times and interpreted them cor- 


rectly.

The Solution. 


The solution is a far different mat- 
ter. What can the churches do? What 
can the theologians do? What can the 
preachers do in the present circum- 
stances? In my _ estimation they 
should take the side of the common 
people and stop looking at the eyes 
of the mighty. They might lose the 
support of the mighty, but they will 
win the masses. The masses still look 
to the churches for guidance, espe- 
cially in the United States. They 
don't in Europe, any more. Over here 
they have been disappointed so often 
in the churches that they have turned 
away from them. It’s no wonder at 
all that some of the progressive social 
movements in Europe are _ bitterly 
anti-church and anti-religious. 

“What did the masses expect from 
the churches?” asked Professor Ar- 
thur Drews last summer in Zuerich, 
when I went to hear him preach. 
“What did they expect?” And he an- 
swered: “Everything!” 

“And what did they get?” he asked 
next. And he answered: ‘Nothing !” 
He meant nothing by way of real, con- 
sistent support in their arduous strug- 
gles. They got plenty of soft soap, 
though.

ASTHMA IN CHILDREN. 

_ Heredity is an important predispos- 
ing cause of asthma. The asthma it- 
self is not directly transmitted from 
parent to child, but rather a peculiar 
constitutional sensitivity to certain 
foreign substances which enter the 
hoedy by inhalation, by ingestion or by 
absorption, and produce a character- 
istic reaction called allergy. In one 
member of the family this may mani- 
fest itself as an attack of hives or 
repeated attacks of hives or of giant 
hives (angioneurotic edema)’ in an- 
other the reaction occurs as eczema; in 
another it may hay fever; in an- 
other asthma. Some such. condition is 
found in the family history in more 
than two-thirds of all cases of 
asthma. 

In a striking number of cases the 
first allergic reaction of whatever 
type, in infancy occurs immediately 
after the first feeding of egg-white. 
In 94 cases of asthma in children un- 
der 15 years of age the patients were 
found to be sensitive to these foods; 
egg-white, 13 cases: chicken, 8 cases; 
cereal, 12 cases; milk, 10 cases: fish, 
10 cases; beef, S cases; nuts, 7 cases; 
pea, 4 cases; potato, 2 cases, and one 
case each of orange, chocolate, celery, 
cinnamon, cauliflower, ete. Sensitivity 
is determined by applying a minute 
quantity of the pure eubstance to a 
slight scratch on the skin; if the in- 
dividual is sensitive to the substance 
so applied, a characteristic wheal ap- 


pears at the site of inoculation within |

News Behind the News 


By PAUL MALLON. 


BUSINESS WASHINGTON, May 25.—The current warm weather 
business recession is slightly more than seasonal. 

The May decline will be about one or two points beyond the normal 

decline from Aprils to Mays back in 1923 to 1925. 

‘ That is more than had been expected, but not enough to worry 

about. 

It is caused by several things. One is overstocking. For in- 
gtance, textile production has been producing so much that the silk 
mills shut down by agreement for a whole week in May. 

Another reason is sales resistance to some price increases. That 
factor is particularly noticeable in automobiles and building. After 
the automobile price increase, production was curtailed and so was 
market. The sharp advance in building prices had a similar 
effect. 

Also the tobacco manufacturers have been making more cigarets 
than people were smoking, and have been stopping a few machines, 


ANALYSIS None of these factors is particularly dangerous. They 
are all obviously temporary and self-adjusting. 

In automobiles, manufacturers already are putting out models 
with fewer gadgets on them. These sell for about the same as the 
low-priced models before the price increase. Such shrewd tactics 
are bringing back the automobile market. When the small over- 
stocking of silks and cigarets is absorbed, production will again 
have to be measured to demand in those lines. 

There is one other factor, which may not cure itself. That is 
the apparently dissatisfied mental attitude of a number of business- 
men who are talking behind their hands. They probably are en- 
couraged toward doubts by the trend in the stock market. 

The adjournment of congress will make them feel a lot better.

Guard Who Killed Robbers 
Denies It Was Act of Revenge 


(The following story was told by the guard at the South Holland, lit., 
bank after he had slain one robber and fatally wounded another today.)

(As Told to the Associated Press.) 
CHICAGO, May 25.—(#)—It’s not 
a comfortable thought te realize that 
you’ve killed a man, maybe two, but 
it’s some satisfaction for the fine son 
that you’ve had shot down without 


warning and without a chance even 
to surrender, much less to fight back. 

When Peter was killed February 
10, I made up my mind that, if I 
ever met any bank bandits, it woud 
be me‘or them. 

But when Police Chief Lagestee 
told me they were in town and looked 
like they might be going to rob the 
bank, I wasn’t thinking of revenge. 
It was my duty to protect this bank 
and that’s all I was trying to do. 

So when these four fellows ran in 
yelling like Indians I just watched 
them for a second. One of them, with 
a sawedoff shotgun came up to the 
second window and covered Mr. Wa- 
terman, the president. Another start- 
ed to climb over the glass partition. 
[ figured that if I shot the second. 
the first would have killed Mr.- Wa- 
terman. 
and shot him through the chest. 


Then I got the other one throuch | 


the stomach and he feli off the parti- 
tion. I was using a 30-baliber auto- 
matic rifle and I fired five shots al- 
together. 

I feel bad when I think of’ these 
fellows, but I feel worse when. I think 
of Peter. He was my only son and 
he left a wife and a baby and he 
was just getting reads to take my 
place. These fellows got into the 
bank during the night and they shot 
him down right there in front of the 
vault as he came in to substitute f«r 
me that morning. . 

It’s a disgrace to our government 
to tolerate these fellows: * If they 
had surrendered, they might have got- 
ten a little jail sentence or might 
have been rescued some way. But 
the dead ones can’t shoot down any- 
body any more. 

It didn’t occur to me to be afraid 
of these fellows. It’s ali in the state 
of your conscience. I was chief of 
police here for 20 years and if [ had

Unemployed Carpenter 
_Battles Way to British 
‘Amateur Finals. 


By Gayle Talbot: 


PRESTWICK, Scotland, May 25.— 
(P)—W. Lawson Little, long-hitting 
Californian, qualified today to meet 
James Wallace, an unemployed ‘and 
dole-financed carpenter, for the British 
amateur golf champion in a _ hectic 
day which saw the elimination of 
George T. Dunlap Jr., American ama- 
teur titleholder. 

Little defeated Leslie Garnett, con- 
queror of Johnny Goodman, one up in 
an extra-hole match. Dunlap bowed to 
Wallace, 2 and 1, in one of the great- 
est competitive rounds ever seen in 
Seotland. Little and Wallace meet in 
the 36-hole championship round tomor- 
row. 

Wallace, who has been promised ‘a | 
steady job if he beats Little for the 
title, started out in his characteristic 
slow, methodical way against Dunlap 
and was one down to the American 
champion at the half-way mark. For 
the rest. of the round he hammered 
down an unbroken series of pats and 
birdies, finally nailing his frail rival 
at the 17th. where he.banked in a 
sensational 15-foot putt for a birdie. 

The jobless Scotsman was three un- 
der par for the eight holes along the 
backward route, while Dunlap was 
even with regulation figures. 

GREAT CROWD.

Even though he ‘putted better than 
any time before in this tournament, 
Dunlap’s work around the greens was 
no match for the Scot’s phenomenal 
performance. He shaved pars into 
birdies on the 12th, 14th and 17th 
greens and putted for them on the 
other back nine holes. : 

“I was mighty sorry to lose,” Dun- 
lap said, “but, if an American can't 
win the championship I hope Wallace 
does, He’s a grand golfer and when 
a man shoots the kind of golf Wallace 
did I don’t feel disgraced in losing. 

‘“He’s one of the finest putters I 
ever saw. Maybe his form is not en- 
tirely orthodox, but I'll tell the gvorid 
it gets results.” 

Wallace could not afford to pay his 
caddy, but the bonny lad who has 
toted the carpenter's bag over the 
highlands and lowlands since the tour- 
nament started without compensation, 
cried for sheer joy when his man won. 

THAT OLD SAYING. 

Because of his financial plight Wal- 
lace has been an example of the old 
saying, “Clothes don’t make the man,” 
or, for that matter, the golfer. Hes 
been wearing the same brown sweater, 
pants and socks all week and his shoes 
are half soled. A popular, likeable 
fellow, Wallace plays golf almost 
daily, carrying his own clubs, since 
he lost his job a* year ago. He shot 
the Portland course, at Troon, in 68 
for the course record. 

The Little-Garnett semi-final was 
full of dramatics. It afforded the gal- 
lery one of the rarest threats in long- 
ranged driving from the tees ever seen 
in these parts, Time and again they 
banged out tee shots that measured 
more than 260 yards and at the eighth 
hole lashed out drives that reached 
290 yards. 

Little drew down thunderous ap- 
plause for his mighty belt at the 16th, 
the hole measures 288 yards from 
tee to green and the San Francisco 
slasher’s ball sailed all of that, com- 
ing down close to the pin. 

Their match was a_ give-and-take 
proposition on the first nine. Little 
took the lead with a birdie four at

Two Racers Die 
In TrialSpin 
At Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 25.—(?)—A 
speeding race car hurtled from the 
course of the Indianapolis motor speed- 
way today and carried to death its 
pilot, Pete Kreis, Knoxville (Tenn.) 
sportsman, and his® mechanic, Bob 
Hahn, of Chico, Cal. 

It was the first fatal accident of 
this: year’s preliminaries to the- an- 
nual Memorial Day classic but it 
brought to a total of 25 the deaths 
resulting from a quarter-century of 
racing at the local track. 

Not long after Kreis and Hahn 
were killed Babe Stapp, of Los An- 
geles, and his mechanic, Chud Haehnel, 
a fellow townsman, had a narrow 
escape. Stapp’s car hit an inside re- 
taining wall not far from the spot 
where Kreis’ speedster had crashed. 
It bounced around ont of control but 
remained upright and the driver and 
mechanic escaped with only a shak- 
ing up. 3 | 

The two accidents occurred while 
the drivers were out tuning up their 
cars preparatory to a resumption this 
afternoon of the time trials. 

Undaunted by ‘the mishaps, other 
drivers and mechanics continued their 
preparations for the race. Several 
were ready to make the qualifying 
run of 25. miles for which an average 
speed of 100 miles per hour is re- 
quired. 

Kreis, warming up his machine, had 
taken several turns of the two and 
one-half mile brick course at an esti- 
mated speed of 90 miles an hour. 

Finally he opened the throttle 
wider. He roared through the south- 
west turn and then from some cause 
unknown his car went out of control. 

No one inside the track witnessed 
the crash but marks along the track 
showed that the machine crashed into 
a concrete retaining’ wall at the ount- 
side of the track, grazed the wall for 
about 30 feet, then climbed atop of 
it and skidded along for about 75 
feet, finally clearing the abutment and 
hurtling through ‘he air. At the bot- 
tom of a 15-foot drop it crashed 
against a tree and was sheared in two. 

Kreis was thrown clear of the 
wreckage. Hahn was pinned in the 
twisted debris. The bodies of both 
were mangled. State Patrolman J. R. 
McCormick, guiding traffie on a road 
just. outside the track,  extricated 
Hahn from the wreckage still breath- 
ing but the mechanic died as McCor- 
mick placed him on the ground. The 
officer said Kreis must have died in- 
stantly. The driver’s broken body lay 
several feet from the car.

PWA PROMISES TO AID” 
NV HOUSING PROJECTS 


Key Promises Co-operation 
in Letting of Project Work 
in Small Units. 


Official co-operation by federal 
agents in letting contracts on Tech- 
wood, Inc., and University low-cost 
housing projects in small units in- 
stead of large blocks was promised 
Mayor James LL. Key Friday by Ho- 
ratio B. Hackett, general manager of 
the PWA housing corporation. 

In a letter to Key, Hackett ex- 
pressed sympathy with the move of 


the Georgia chapter, Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America, and 
promised all co-operation possible. 


On May 15,’ resolutions urging 
award of the contracts in small units 
instead of in two or three contracts 
in order that more local contractors 
could participate, were adopted by the 
chapter. , 

The Hackett letter also said it 
would be the policy of the government 
to use locally purchased materials and 
labor as far as is permitted. 

Text of the communication follows: 

I have received your letter of May 17, 
ptransmitting copy of a resolution adopted 
at a meeting held in your office on May 15. 

This resolution refers to the manner of 
contracting. for the work on the two low- 
cost housing projects in the city of At- 
lanta. 

The resolution petitions that the govern- 
ment divide up the work to be done in 
Atlanta in order that it may be let on 
various contracts instead of in single units. 
The purpose of the suggested plan is te 
enable local firms to qualify for bidding 
on the work. 

I am fully in sympathy with the sugges- 
tions made in the resolution and with the 
reasons for making them. 

It has been our purpose to endeavor to 
work out some plan to divide the work on 
the housing projects in Atlanta so as to 
give local interests the fullest possible 
advantage in the way of employment of 
labor and the furnishing of materials and 
services, 

To divide up a project as suggested would, 
of course, involve a creat deal of addi- 
tional work in supervision, accounting, etc., 
on the part of the government. but I he- 
lieve that in the interest of the localities 
in which the work is to be done, the 
preference in the distribution of work 
should be given to local organizations and. 
in so far as permitted by law, we wil 
endeavor to see that it is done in this 
manner. 

I note your explanation of why you have 
transmitted this appeal, and wish to as- 
sure you that we do not look upon it in 
any respect as an interference in what 
we are undertaking to do in Atlanta, On 
the other hand, our viewpoint is that the 
people of Atlanta should be just as much 
interested in the snccess of this housing pro- 
gram as is the federal government. Not 
only do we welcome your suggestions, but 
believe it is your duty to the community 
and to the government to make them.

the worker. 


As it is not work involving very heavy strain either physi- 


cal or mental, as a rule the pay should be kept at a medium level. 


Both part-time and full-time do- 
mestic employment should be un- 
dertaken by skilled workers under 
regular rules and employer and em- 
ploye should agree to abide by them. 
The wages for both should be paid 
in the same way, taking into ac- 


count the age and skill of the 


worker, 

Many young married people spend 
more thought on show than on real 
comfort or on having what will make 
the family living and the relation- 
ship with friends happier and easier. 
This comes partly from the fact that 
in the past few years we have felt 
the stamp of success to be material 
possessions and therefore we did not 
set ourselves so much to living con- 
genial lives aS to accumulating as 
much money as possible in order 
that we might shortly have the same 
material possessions that some of 
our neighbors had.

The Double That Tells Too 


Much. 


I sometimes think that — lay- 
ers might be classified upon the basis 
of their penalty doubles. There is a 
certain type, particularly obnoxious 
as a partner, who refrains from dou- 
bling when he should, and then dou- 
bles’ contracts which permit his ad- 
versaries either to make the contract 
or to minimize losses. 

The hand below is a case in point. 

West, dealer. :

A double raise, vulnerable, 
after a forced response to a take- 
out double, shows a powerful hand. 

This bia would per a very weak 

response. South, holding good dis- 

tribution and a king, has a sound 
rebid. 
t—This is an extremely bad double. 

In the first place, Wegt is far from 
sure that he will be able to win 
two heart tricks, and in the second 
place, certainly the spade ace or 
king and probably both are clearly 
marked in North’s hand on the 
double and his four spade bid. The 
double can only assist South in 
the proper play of the cards. With- 
out the double the proper play of 
the trump suit would not ‘e 
marked. 

West opened the heart king, and 
when the dummy was spread, shifted 
to a club. South won this trick in 
his own hand and played the ten »f 
spades, which West covered, hoping 
that South did not have another entry 
card for a second lead through his 
spade strength. The trick was won 
in dummy, and the heart 8 led. East 
won with the ten and returned & club. 
hoping, in view of his seven-card 
length, that West had no more. This 
trick was won with the ace, and the 
heart queen led from dummy and ruf- 
fed in the closed hand. The declarer 
now led the spade 8, and Wests hope 
of a trump trick vanished in thin air. 
In consequence of the favorable breax 
in the diamond suit South made not 
only his contract but an overtrick as 
well. In all probability, the hand 
would haxe been made in any event, 
but the overtrick was a needless sac-

“SANFORD COLLEGE”

ATHENS, Ga., May 25.—(4)—Uni- 
versity of Georgia freshman and soph- 
omore co-eds want their branch of 
the university renamed “Sanford Col- 
lege’ in honor of Dr. S. V. Sanford, 
the university’s president.

The co-eds, who adopted their reso- 
lutions at a banquet given them by 
the university to celebrate the com- 
pletion of the co-ordinate college's 
first year, gent the following petition 
to Dr. Sanford: 

“Dear Mr. Sanford: 

“Because of our appreciation of 
you as the founder of our college, be- 
cuuse of our admiration for you as a 
Christian gentleman and the leader 
of our college, we sincerely request 
that this school be known as ‘The 
Sanford College.’ 

“As representatives of the fresh- 
man and sophomore classes, we sign 
this petition. Sincerely, 

“Freshman Comnfission, 
“Sophomore Council.” 

Copies of the petition were mailed 
to the board of regents. 

Addressing the students at the 
banquet, President Sanford said he 
expected work to begin on a new 
dormitory and dining hall at the co- 
ordinate college early in the summer.

Expert Tells Macon Meeting 


MACON, Ga. May 25.—(4®)—A 
study of factors that make an ideal 
farming community, including methods 
of planning recreational activities was 
concluded here today by SO county 
farm and home agents and outstand- 
ing 4-H Club members of Georgia, 

. P. Jackson, of the National 
Recreation Association, was obtained 
by the extension service of this and 
four similar institutes. He instructed 
a total of 311 4-H leaders at confer- 
ences in Marietta, Athens, Tifton, 
Statesboro and Macon. Those trained 
are expected to return to their home 
communities to spread instruction 
they received. 

“Play with youngsters in a neigh- 
borhood if you want to know the. kind 
of people living there,” Jackson told 


the groups, “for children give adults 
away. They éo what you and I do and 
not what we say we do.” 

He said the place for a child to 
learn courage “is in the school of grit, 
or playing with other boys and girls. 
Here they learn to say yes or no and 
they. may receive a few scars, but they 
acquire courage.” 

It is in play that children also 
develop a sense of justice, he said. 
“They also learn loyalty to the home, 
school and church and find that play 
is group action. Recreation is an essen- 
tial part of rural group activity and 
the need for it is accentuated by the 
mechanization of agriculture, allow- 
ing a shorter work-day and a type 
of work demanding relief from phys- 
feral and emotional strain.”
